Allowed Claims 
Claims 1-20 and 22 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
claim compounds of general formulas I and II; wherein all the variables are as defined in 
the claims. The compounds were neither found to be obvious nor anticipated by the 

prior art of record. 

A search of the prior art failed to uncover any reference that teaches or motivates 
one of ordinary skill to disclose the compounds of general formulas I and II as claim by 
applicants.
